L o ndo n , July 10.—The greatest newspaper 
sensation exploited in London for many 
years—The Pall Mall Gazette's exposure of 
what it terms “The Maiden Tribute of the 
Modern Babylon”—was prefaced last Satur­ 
day by an announcement printed in The 
Gazette’s boldest type and emphasized by 
lavish underlining. 
The notice announced 
that owing to the threatened abandonment 
of the criminal law amendment bill The 
Gazette proposed to publish the report of a 
special and 
secret 
commission 
of 
in­ 
quiry 
which 
the 
editors 
hal 
ap­ 
pointed 
to 
investigate 
the 
whole 
subject 
fully, 
freely, 
and 
fearlessly. 
The announcement was followed by a 
clever caution which read as follows: 
“We 
advise the squeamish and prudish not tc 
rea l The Pall Mall Gazette next Monday or 
the three following days. 
The story of this 
pilgrimage into a real hell is not pleasant 
reading. 
It is not m eant to be. 
It is, how 
ever, a record of unimpeachable facts, uuut 
terably abominable but true, and their pub­ 
lication is necessary.” 


A SHAMEFUL LEGAL SITUATION. 
In beginning the report of its special com 
mis-ion, The Gazette pointed out that the 
law as at present constituted was especially 
framed to enable dissolute men to outrage 
“ legal women,” that is, girls of 13, with im ­ 
punity . The moment a female child reaches 
the age of 13 she becomes in the ey es of the 
law a woman absolutely free to dispose 
ol 
her person to any one who may succeed in 
cajoling or forcing her into sacrificing her 
v irtue. 
Stephens’ digest clearly say s: Violation of 
a woman who has reached the age of 13 is 
not in the ey es of the law a rape if her con­ 
sent has been obtained ev en by fraudulent 
means, though the girl may be totally 
ignorant of the nature of the act. 
Many ex amples are cited to show how 
densely ignorant of the grav ity and conse­ 
quences of such acts a girl of 13 mu» t 
naturally be. 
[The origin of the articles was the arrest 
and conv iction of a Mme. J effries for ab­ 
duction of a y oung Holland girl. 
Mme. 
J eftries carried on business in a magnifi­ 
cent stj» le, ev en renting completely fur­ 
nished nouses, including a y oung girl in 
each, to her patrons. 
There are rumors in 
London that Mme. J effries’ business wa.- 
founded through the direct patronage of 
the prince of Wales, and a passage in The 
Gazette’s 
report, in 
which people are 
warned not “ to compel us to confront in 
court brothel-keepers with princes of the 
blood and prominent public men with vic­ 
tims of their lawless v ice,” seems to furnish 
a foundation therefor.] 
STORIES OF THE VICTIMS. 
The Gazette then giv es the following 
atrocious particulars: 
Many people imagine that brothels fill 
them^lves. 
It is a great mistak e. 
They 
are recruited for far more diligently and 
with more care in reference to physique and 
attractiveness than is the queen's army, 
whose members are among the chief patrons 
of these places of sin. 
Mrs. Jeffrie-, hortiy 
before her conviction, said mournfully that 
business bad been very 
dull since 
too 
guards went to Egypt. 
Unwilling recruits 
for the ariny of vice were snared by adver­ 
tisements from the country. 
They wero 
usually engaged as servants, but after being 
tak en to the places where thoy supr*>ed 
they wore to render service, were mauo 
drunk or drugged and forced or cajoled into 
surrendering their virtue. 
A girl named Annie, 
15 years of a *e 
whose family name is withheld, but who.© 
good character is certified to by her Sun lay 
school teacher, tells the following story m 
the manner in which she was entrapped: 
“A young girl friend whom 1 had k nown 
for a long timo ask ed mo to tak e a walk 
with her, which I did. 
« he induced me t . 
enter a restaurant, where we met an old 
gdntleman who my friend said was 
her 


In every instance, and inoitided the stipu­ 
lated fee paid to the doctors for certifying that 
the intended victims were pure. 
Negotia­ 
tions were carried on by the procurers In the 
most open manner, and the w riter says he 
never experienced any difficulty in nego­ 
tiating for a supply of girl3. 
He also dis- 
covered in the course of his investigations 
that the most vigorous of the procuresses 
were charwomen, who, while doing chores 
about town, inveigled scores of young girls 
to their ruin. 
| I n the summary of a conversation with a 
procuress which follows, the salient feature 
is the complacency with which the woman 
regarded her avocation. 
To begin with she 
offered as an excuse for engaging in her 
business that 
she 
was driven into 
it 
by poverty. 
Sho was 
a 
widow with 
a largo family dependent upon her for sup- 
pi>rtandit was absolutely nece-sary th<t 
she should w rk to supply the needs oi 
her children. 
Her second justification was 
the assumption that her victims 
would 
certainly be ruined sooner or Inter, and it 
was therefore better for thorn that tnev 
should bo ruined by gentlemen w ho woul I 
pay them well, than that they should be­ 
come the victims of moneyless boys who 
would not assist them pecuniarily. 
Those 
two excuses seemed to satisfy her con- 
sciopce and 
mak e 
her feel 
that she 
was 
a 
benefactress 
to 
her 
sex. 
As 
if 
to 
fortify 
her 
standing 
in 
this 
capacity the procuress related that upon 
one occasion she secured through her ordi 
nary method of procedure a very 
pretty 
young girl of 15, whose immature "figure 
was offsett in a commercial sense by a re 
mark ably sweet face. 
She told her stoiy, 
afterw ard uerified, which was to the effect 
that her mother was ill, and 10 pounds ster 
ling was needed to help her. 
This sum the 
girT expected to get by sacrificing herself. 
The willingness of the girl to wreck her life 
to alleviate her m others sufferings touched 
even the scant vestige of feeling left in th* 
breast of the procuress.

Wo ma n's P hysica l Inferio rity. 


Men can work more hours in bad air 
and all manner of discomfort without 
any protest from nerv es or muscles 
than is possible for women. 
Whether 
the office is high up or low down, clear 
or dirty , hot or cold, conv enient or 
otherwise, are not matters much taken 
into account by men when at work, and 
employ ers are not apt to be harassed 
by an uneasy sense of injustice toward 
them on sucli accounts. 
But it is al­ 
most 
impossible for 
women to do 
thoroughly good work in similar con­ 
ditions, and one of the preliminary 
steps to employ ing women is, or ought 
to be, arrangements for the comforta­ 
ble performance of their task. 
The 
moment this is necessary the market 
v alue of their work has declined. 
In­ 
quiry was made of a prominent book­ 
seller 
as 
to 
the 
relativ e 
v al­ 
ue of y oung men and women as clerks 
in his business. 
“ Girls are quicker and 
more pleasing,” he said, “ but they are 
a great bother. 
If I had a son of the 
Gov ernor in here to learn the business, 
I should not hesitate to set him to wash 
the windows if it suited my conv enience; 
but I can’t ask a girl to climb to the 
top of that step-ladder. 
I should re­ 
gard it as a rudeness which I could not 
offer a woman.” 
Here is one of the 
disabilities of sex , where the v alue of 
wage-workers is impaired from the in­ 
stinctiv e feeling for her delicacy and 
weakness. 
In all such positions it is 
ev ident that a woman is less v aluable 
than a man because small duties inci­ 
dental to her position must be dele­ 
gated to others at the cost of some an­ 
noy ance and trouble. 
This deference 
to womanhood is a national character­ 
istic; we are proud of it, and should 
dread to see it decline, ev en though it 
reacts unfav orably on the industrial in­ 
terests of women. 


Wo men in liro a d tca y Sta g es. 


Why do so many ladies ride in the 
Broadway stages? 
Did y ou ev er notice 
them? 
They flock to those old, rough, 
noisy v ehicles like blackbirds to a field 
of y oung corn. 
A majority of the pas­ 
sengers in the Broadway stages are 
women—most of them y oung, many of 
them pretty . 
A good many get on at 
the South and Fulton ferries when com­ 
ing uptown and ride all the May to 
Fourteenth street, which is emphatical­ 
ly the woman’s street of New York. 
Why don't they take the street cars or 
the elev ated road ? 
Some do take the 
latter, but well-dressed women do not 
go much on the streetcars. They would 
rather take a lumbering stage. 
Possi­ 
bly they like the picturesqucneBa of 
that mode of trav eling. 
There is cer­ 
tainly a good deal of animation about 
it, if animation consists in being.shaken 
Up, thrown from one side to the other 
and pitched out head foremost. 
You 
would not think a woman would like 
any thing of that sort, but they do; at 
least they seem to. 
What are the pos­ 
sible adv antages of riding on a Broad- ; 
way stage? First, it giv es one a chance 
to see Broadway , which is the greatest ; 
street in the world, ami alway s inter- , 
esting. 
It is true, y ou are liable to 
mash y our chin or batter y our nose if j 
y ou attempt to look out, but accidents 
may happen any where. 
The scenery 
of none of the other routes up-town is 
half so attractiv e. 
There is nothing 
pleasing to the ey e along the elev ate 1 
roads till they get out to Central park, 
while the street cars seem to ¡mss up j 


the v ery worst looking streets in the 
city . 
Of course, I ex cept the Bowery , 
on which there are four tracks. 
But 
from m stage on Broadway one may see 
countless well-dressed people, and all 
the thousand and one nov elties and 
stirring pictures that are forev er turn­ 
ing up along that great thoroughfare. 
I hav e heard of another reason why 
ladies are partial to the confe sedly un­ 
comfortable stages. 
It is that there 
are many little opportunities *of flirta­ 
tion giv en there which are not so ready 
at hand on other lines of city trav el. 
Does it strike y ou that a flirtation 
might be any more easily carried 01 1 in 
a Broadway stage than the car of an 
elev ated railroad! 
You might rev olv e 
this in y our mind and take observ ations 
the nex t time y ou hav e a chance.—New 
Yo rk Wo rld . 


Are Men Shy o f the Ed uca ted Girl? 


Is the man of the period shy of the 
educated girl of the period? —that is 
the question. 
Must the popular plea 
for high education for females encoun­ 
ter the objection that a woman who has 
read Virgil aud the .Eneid in the orig­ 
inal, and is posted on the differential 
calculus, is therefore, and in direct 
consequence, more unlov ely ? 
It is 
stated, on what looks like authority , 
that out of 5 9 0 graduates of Vassar 
College only 18 8 hav e married since 
that climax of career. 
Of course, in 
the case of some, only a y ear or two 
has elapsed; but most of them grad­ 
uated y ears ago, and some of them are 
old maids of the deepest dy e. 
What 
is the matter? 
It cannot be that they 
are so unattractiv e as to hav e had no 
offers. Ev ery Gill hasher Jack—some­ 
times a whole platoon of them—and 
ev ery girl can get married if she will. 
Does intellectual training make girls 
fastidious—finical, perhaps—difficult to j 
please, unwilling to accept the honest j 
hands and sincere hearts of y ouths less 
brilliantly v eneered? 
It should not hav e this tendenoy ; for 
in most of the happiest marriages in the 
land tho bride has nearly all of the ed­ 
ucation. 
As our industrial and social 
machinery is at present managed, the 
girls hav e a better chance than the 
boy s to study ; the wiv es than the hus­ 
bands. 
So, notwithstanding the fact 
that the most profound scholars of our 
;ime are chiefly men who hav e had a 
long and sev ere professional training, 
a majority of the educated people of 
the country are women. 
Thousands of 
men who make the best of husbands— 
not oulv kind, amiable, and tender, but 
shrewd, intelligent, and thoughtful— 
know nothing of any languago but their 
own, and nev er in their liv es used 
“ were” to interpret the subjunctiv e 
mood. 
Armies of girls hav e made a 
mistake in this matter, unwisely scorn­ 
ing a suitor who spelled “ separate” 
wdtli three e’s, or who said, “ It is me,” 
but who might y et be a tender-hearted, 
sagacious, and ev en mentally profound 
man, worthy of all acceptation. 
In fact, we are by no means certain 
that educated and professional men 
make the best husbands. They are less 
likely to keep regular hours, and more 
likely to “ talk shop” aud to establish 
the ev erlasting shops in the home than 
are mercantile men, or brokers, or 
bankers, or clerks, or railroad man­ 
agers. 
They are more likely to be ab­ 
stracted, ev en when their hands are not 
occupied. 
Girls should remember that men of 
genius or of 
ov ershadowing literary 
talent hav e seldom made successful 
husbands. 
They almost alway s lack 
domesticity , and lov e ideas better than 
their wiv es. 
Look at Shakespeare, 
who liv ed at the theatre and the club, 
ami when he died, gav e his wife merely 
his “ second best bedstead.” 
Think of 
Milton, who was one of the most domi­ 
neering and uncomfortable of husbands 
that ev er tormented a gentlewoman. 
Think of By ron, and Dickens, and Bui- j 
wer, whose marriages were each a hid­ 
eous mockery . 
Think of Greeley , and 
Bav mond, not to mention other men 
quite as famous, who hav e hud little or 
110 home life. 
Don’t hesitate to marry , 
girls, because the gentlemen who pay 
suit to y ou do not j renounce as y ou 
hav e been taught to do, or do not al­ 
way s observ e ilia inflex ible rules of 
English grammar. 
An unblemished character is morn 
important than a know 1 dge of music, 
and good nature more desirable than 
correct spelling. 
Better is a stammer­ 
ing tongue where lov e is than fiv e for­ 
eign languages and a heart with a first 
mortgage on it held by another girl. 
Perhaps the sweet graduates of Vas­ 
sal’ hav e been libeled, and the figures 
we hav e quoted are incoirect; but, 
ev en then, this little sermon can do no 
harm. — Exch a n g e,

M E C H A N I C A L . 


There are some indications that the­ 
atrical managers in the larger cities of 
tho country are about to return to tho 
old stock-company sy stem. 
That sy s­ 
tem had it8 adv antages, but it is proba­ 
ble that when it was abandoned the 
dramatic interests suffered a v ery seri­ 
ous loss. 
It is v ery true that the trav ­ 
eling organizations is a v astly more con­ 
v enient arrangement, so far as tho local 
managers and the stars are concerned, 
though it lias long been recognized that 
it hinders tho proper dev elopment of 
tho actors, by limiting tho rungo of 
their ex perience. 
The greatest injury 
to the American drama that resiiltod 
from the disappearance of the local 
stock-company was the discouragement 
of tho play wrights. 
New York City 
hav ing been made tho ex perimenting 
and organizing point, tho embry o play ­ 
wright of San Francisco or Denv er or 
St. Paul grew to feel that tho chances 
of hearing there were too inconsidera­ 
ble to justify the effort and lie, there­ 
upon, put his hand to other work. 
As 
European dramatists seek their entry 
to the American stagothrough the New 
Y ork theater, the competition lias been 
altogether too fierce for a fair trial of 
nativ e talent, and the consequence has 
been seen in tho infrequent appear­ 
ance of American productions. 
Under 
the local stock-company sy stem, the 
play wright has his chances of a hear­ 
ing increased by as many times as thero 
are such companies in tho country , and 
it is to be hoped that, for tho sake of 
tli© American drama, tho rev iv ification 
of the old sy stem may be brought 
about 
An awakoning of tho energies 
of play wrights would cortaiuly follow.

Waukly n a n d C oop e r ’s 
test for the 
purity of the air is conducted by taking 
a strongly alkaline solution of perman­ 
ganate of potash, the strength of which 
is accurately determined. 
A known 
v olume of air is then allowed to act 
upon tli© solution, which is heated 
nearly to the tomperature of boiling 
^ater. 
After tho solution is allowed to 
act in the air the strength of the solu­ 
tion is again determined. 
The loss of 
strength of the solution represents the 
amount of ox y gen consumed by a 
known v olume of air. 
The purer the 
air the less the consumption of ox y gen. 
A s m a l l , light compound engine, 
remarkable in point of weight, is de­ 
scribed in the English papers. 
It is 
made of steel and phosphor bronze, the 
wholo built with utmost lightness, the 
rods and shafting and all parts possi­ 
ble being borod out. tc roduce weight. 
At a speed of only *200 rev olutions a 
minute ov er 2 0-horse powers is indi­ 
cated, and the weight is but 105 pounds 
all told. 
This engine would giv e fully 
3 0-horse power actual, at a piston speed 
of 5 00 feet a minute; at least, such are 
the figures and < affiliations set forth. 
It is further stated that the size is 3 1 
high pressure, 7 1 low pressure, and fiv e 
stroke. 
The Wo o d Wo rker 
mentions a new 
process of toughening timber, by which 
wliitowood can bo made so tough as to 
require a cold chisel to split it. 
This 
result is reached by steaming the tim­ 
ber and submitting it to end pressure, 
technically “ upsetting” it, thus com­ 
pressing the cells and fibres into one 
compact mass. 
It is the opinion of 
those who hav e ex perimented with the 
process, that wood can be compressed 
75 per cent., and that some timber 
which is now considered unfit for use 
in such work as carriage building, could 
be mado v aluable by this means, and 
more especially since the rapid con­ 
sumption of our best ash and hickory 
will sooner or later render some sub­ 
stitute necessary . 


K u b e n n k k’s procoss of metalizing 
wooit consists in steeping the wood in 
a caustic alkali for two or three day s, 
according to its degree of permeability , 
at a temperature between 101 degrees 
and 19 7 degrees F. 
The wood is then 
placed in a second bath of hy drosul­ 
phate of calcium, to which is added, 
after twenty -four or thirty -eight hours, 
a concentrated solution of sulphur 
After forty -eight hours the wood is. 
immersed in a third bath of acetate of 
lead, at a temperature between 9 5 de­ 
grees and 12 2 degrees F., where it re­ 
mains from thirty to fifty hours. 
After 
a complete 
dry ing, the wood thus 
treated is susceptiblo of a v ery line 
polish, especially if its surface is rub­ 
bed with a piece of lead, tin or zinc, 
and finally finished with a burnisher of 
glass or porcelain. 
It then looks like 
a metallic mirror, and is proof against 
all moisture.

A carefu l statistician recen tly obtain ed 
from 302 trou t fishermen the weight of fish 
cau ght by each on e d u rin g the year 1884, 
an d also tha n u mber of fish cau ght 
He 
then d ivid ed the whole n u mber of fish by 
the whole n u mber of pou n d s, an d as a re­ 
su lt d iscovered that tho average weight of 
the North American trou t is eleven pou n d s 
two an d a qu arter ou n ces. 
In this case it 
wou ld n ot bo right to say that the figu res 
lie, bu t there is grou n d for su spicion that 
the tru th has in some way su ffered ; an d the 
pu blic will in terpret the statistics as fresh 
evid en ce that trou t fishermen can n ot tell 
tho tru th. 
An other cu riou s fact in con n ection with 
fishin g is that tho cou n try boy who catches 
trou t with worms or grasshoppers nev er 
tells an y im portan t lies as to his su ccess. 
Ho n ever catches a trou t that weighs more 
than a pou n d , an d if he d oes speak of losin g 
a big fish off tho hook he n ever d escribes it 
as a ten or even a two pou n d er. 
No on e 
proten d s that the average cou n try boy is 
exception ally tru thfu l, yet there is the u n ­ 
d en iable fact that ho tells the tru th con ­ 
cern in g his trou t-fishin g. 
From those facts wo can safely assu me 
that fly fishin g is more d estru ctive of verac­ 
ity than fishin g with live b ait 
The man 
who fishes with a worm d oes n ot mako d e­ 
liberate false statemen ts to the fish. 
When 
he calls their atten tion to a worm the worm 
is gen u in e, an d thou gh ho d oes obsorvo a 
wiso reticen ce in regard to the existen co of 
hooks, this is at the worsta mere su ppression 
of tho tru th, an d is mu ch less crimin al than 
a d irect falsehood . 
On tho other han d , the a rt of the fly fish­ 
erman is a prolon ged process of d eception . 
He assu res the trou t that a collection of silk 
an d tin sel tied arou n d a hook is a particu ­ 
larly able an d toothsomo fly, an d every fish 
that ho captu res is the victim of this cru el 
d eceit. 
The fly fisherman represen ts that his 
“lead er” is mad e of catgu t, whereas it is 
simply a solid piece of cru d o silk. 
He pre­ 
ten d s that ho fishes with a rod , kn owin g at 
the same timo that his so-called rod is a col­ 
lection of short sticks pu t together with 
feru les. 
Thu s the tain t of false preten se 
colors all his work, an d as a n atu ral con se­ 
qu en ce his respect for veracity is d estroyed , 
an d ho tells fi3h stories withou t a blu sh. 
Thon , too, it mu st be remembered that 
the trou t fisherman u su ally makes lon g 
jou rn eys in to the wild ern oss when ho goes 
fishin g. v This ren d ers it d ifficu lt, if n ot im­ 
practicable, for him to sen d his fish home 
where they can be in spected an d weighed . 
We aro, therefore, compolloJ to beliovo 
that tho fishermen who come home from tho 
wild ern ess with stories of tho fifteen or 
twen ty pou n d trou t cau ght by them an d the 
sixty or seven ty-pou n d trou t that escaped 
ju st as ho was abou t to be gaffed , are u n ­ 
worthy of ore lit. 
That tho u se of the fly is 
tho solo cau se of their men d acity is n ot as 
yet d emon strated , bu t there is su rely good 
reascu to believe that the tly is the evil in - 
flu en ce which saps the fly fisherman ’s ver­ 
acity.

The word negro does not denote a na­ 
tion, bu t an ideal ty pe constitu ted by 
the assemblage of 
certain phy sical 
characteristics ex emplified in tho na­ 
tiv es of certain portions of Africa and 
their descendants in America and the 
West Indies. 
In Africa the area occu ­ 
pied by tho genu ine negro, men with 
black skin, thick lip, depressed nose, 
and woolly hair is ex ceedingly small 
compared with the remainder of tho 
continent. 
As a ru le tho prev alent 
color in Africa is that of the Arab, tho 
Indian, and the Au stralian. 
The tru e 
no ro districts are the 
Senegal, the 
( iambia, the Niger, and the interme­ 
diate riv ers of the coast, parts of Su - 
dania, Seminar, Jv ardofan, and Darfu r. 
People who are certainly not negroes 
inhabit the whole coast of the Mediter­ 
ranean, the desert, tho Kafir, and Hot­ 
tentot areas sou th of tho line, Aby s­ 
sinia, and tho middle and lower Nile. 
’] his docs not leav e mu ch territory for 
tho ty pical negro. 
It is generally ad- ; 
niitto 1 that tho negro intellect is in­ 
terior not only to the Eu ropeans, bu t 
to that of the 
lighter-hu ed African 1 
tribes, bu t it is su perior to that of tho 
Au stralians, Bu shmen, and Esqu imau x .

fJ he walls w ere almost cov ered with 
painting and rare engrav ings, and his 
library , all hou gh small in the nu mber 
of v olu mes, contained many rare works. 
Mr. Su mner u sed to rise abou t sev en, 
bathe, shav e himself, and carefu lly 
dress for the du ties of the day , with 
the ex ception of his coat, for which he 
wou ld su bstitu te a comfortable dress­ 
ing gown. 
’J hen going into his stu dy , 
or “den,” as he often called it, which 
ad joined his bed-room, he wou ld read 
the Washington and Baltimo e morn­ 
ing papers u ntil the arriv al of his mail, 
brou ght from 
the Senate postoilice. 
Scanning tho 
bu dget 
of letters, he 
wou ld pick ou t those which ho recog­ 
nized as from Longfellow, Whittier, 
Bird, Phillips, Cu rtis, or other person­ 
al friends, and read them before he 
went downstairs 
to breakfast. 
He 
j 
alway s sat at tho north side of the ! 
largo rou nd table, where his simple \ 
breakfast with its enp of ex qu isite tea J 
was serv ed. 
He had not drank coffee !i 
for sev eral y ears prior to his death, 
bu t ho was a connoisseu r in teas and 
was familiar with the flav or and tastes 
of tlie choicest v arieties. 
While at 
breakfast he u sed to re/id the New York 
E ven in g To st 
and the Springfield Re­ 
p u b lica n 
of the 
day prev iou s, with 
some of the many newspapers sent him 
from all parts of the cou ntry . 
While at the breakfast-table lie u sed 
to receiv e tho v isits of friends, and the 
room was often crowded. 
His dev oted 
friend, Mr. Wormley , u sed also to come 
in to consu lt with him on his hou se­ 
keeping arrangements, which he looked 
after with a carefu l ey e. In a letter now 
before me, written when Mr. Su mner 
was last in Eu rope, he said: 
“Pray 
tell Wormley to ex pect mo at the end 
of the month. 
His friendly care will 
see that my small hou se is in order.” 
Nev er was friendly care more dev ot­ 
edly display ed, and prominent among 
those of the African race who mani­ 
fested deep, u nceasing gratitu de to Mr. 
Su mner, were Messrs. Wormley and 
J. B. Smith, of Boston. 
Cnlike others, 
they nev er sou ght to u se their friend 
as a pedestal for self-ex hibition. 
Mr. Su mner u ndou btedly appeared 
to the greatest adv antage in the ey es 
of his friends, no less than in those of j 
strangers, at his own receptions, or at 
his dinner table, where he delighted to 
entertain a select company . 
He often 
receiv ed company , also, 
du ring the 
hou rs of the ev ening which ho pro­ 
posed to dev ote to stu dy and original 
inv estigation.
